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On 17 S ep 48 Ferenc NAGY, accoapanied by on Steven SWIFT, arrived in Rone, At the 
Mae time that NAGY was in Rome, the Hungarian leader. General Ferenc Kisbamaki 
PARKAS arrived in the city. He normally resides in Bandshut, in the American 
occupied zone of Germany and has considerable following among Hungarian emigrants 
who would like to place at the head of military affairs avroad. However, NAGY, un- 
der the influence of SWIFT, has refused his collaboration and accused him (unjustly 
according to Source) of collaboration with the Fascist government of ASAlASSI. The 
General is a Catholic and therefore is disliked by SWIFT (sic). 

NAGY and the General did not meet in Rome. NAGY stayed at the Excelsior Hotel and 
left Rone for London on the 22nd of September. The General stayed at the Santa 
Chiara Hotel and left on the 2lst of September for Germany. 
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
